Once called Farm Follies, Town and Country 
Days held each July is now in its ninth year. 
The event, which provides children of all ages 
and adults the opportunity to showcase their 
talents, will take place July 25 through July 
27 and will be held at Cayce United Methodist 
Church (CUMC). The event is hosted by the 
Fulton County Cooperative Extension. 

The event is open to all Fulton County 
residents and current Fulton County Extension 
Homemakers. Participants are asked to bring 
their entries to CUMC on Thursday, July 25 
from 2 p.m. to 6 p.m. Exhibits are not to be 
removed until 12 noon on Saturday, July 27. 

Acceptable entries include items listed in the 
Exhibit Book and should include articles made 
since the 2012 Town & Country Days event. 
Articles must have been made or grown by the 
exhibitor and should not include commercially 
grown fruits or vegetables. 

According to the Exhibit Book, all fruits 
and vegetables will be judged on uniformity 
in size, shape, and color; being free from cuts, 
bruises, rots and other defects. Only one entry 
per individual in each class, but an individual 
may exhibit articles in more than one class. 

The Standard System of awarding will be 
used. One first place (blue), one second place 
(red), one third place (white), may be given in 
each class if merited. Premiums will be awarded

Great River Road trip provides 
experiences to last a lifetime

I have traveled the distance 
of the Great River Road (GRR) 
in Kentucky from Hickman all 
the way to Wickliffe. There are 
some beautiful sights to behold 
like the bluff in Hickman, Co¬ 
lumbus-Belmont State Park in 
Columbus, and the Fort Jeffer¬ 
son Memorial Cross at the con¬ 
fluence of the Mississippi and 
Ohio rivers in Wickliffe, just to 


name a few. 

One thing that our four river 
counties is missing is a visitor’s 
center of their own. Accord¬ 
ing to Norma Pruitt, Kentucky 
Great River Road Organiza¬ 
tion Executive Director, there 
will soon be a visitor center in 
Wickliffe, and another center 
in Hickman would also be nice 
to see, perhaps in the Carnegie 
Museum. 

Last week, we covered the 


Mississippi Headwaters, which 
is located along the GRR in 
Minnesota. With over 500,000 
visitors annually, the park pro¬ 
vides the opportunity to see and 
walk across the headwaters and 
to enjoy a variety of other out¬ 
door activities. 

A 16-mile bike ride through 
Itasca State Park is one of 
these many outdoor ac¬ 
tivities. Riders can visit

Hickman Mayor David Lattus 
has joined efforts with other 
mayors whose town and cities 
are located up and down the 
Mississippi River giving the 
river a unified voice through 
his active involvement in the 
Mississippi River Cities & 
Towns Initiative (MRCTI). 
Mayor Lattus learned about the 
MRCTI during one of his trips 
on the Motor Vessel Mississippi 
during an Mississippi River 
Commission (MRC) tour. The 
MRC tours the Mississippi 
River twice each year, once 
during high water and then 
again during low water. 

The MRCTI met in St. Cloud, 
Minn., with 22 of the nearly 50 
mayors in attendance for the 
second meeting of the initiative 
group. The first meeting was 
held in St. Louis in April 2012. 
Mayor Lattus plans on attending 
the next scheduled meeting,

Fiscal Court addresses 
minor cash flow issue

A cash flow crunch at the start 
of the current fiscal year called 
for a need to make a minor ad¬ 
justment by the Fulton County 
Fiscal Court. “All our insurance 
payments come due this time 
of year,” stated Fulton County 
Judge/Executive David Galla¬ 
gher on Monday, July 15. “We 
usually pay it all in one lump 
sum, but with our contributions 
to the operations of the dispatch 
center and the ambulance ser¬ 
vice we need to make a small 
change.” 

According to Fulton Coun¬ 
ty Treasurer Fonda Swain, it 
would be beneficial for the Fis¬ 
cal Court to pay the insurance 
premiums in three installments. 
“Making three payments instead 


of one seems to be the best op¬ 
tion,” stated Judge Gallagher, 
“and that is what I am recom¬ 
mending.” 

Paying it in three payments 
instead of one will cost the 
Fiscal Court approximately 
$3,000. “We will have to forfeit 
a $3,000 discount as a result of 
this change,” added Judge Gal¬ 
lagher. 

Charlie McIntyre, will be re¬ 
viewing health insurance options 
with Fulton County employees 
July 31, August 1 and August 2 
to begin the process of bidding 
out the county’s insurance plan. 
“Open enrollment takes place in 
October,” added Swain. “Char¬ 
lie will be comparing the state’s 
plan to that of other insurance

KSP identifies trooper and officers 
involved in last week’s shooting 


The Kentucky State Police is 
continuing its investigation into 
the shooting of Keith E. Dil- 
dine 56, of Fulton, Ky., which 
occurred on July 7. Dildine 
was shot, after he displayed a 
weapon towards local police 
officers and refused to comply 
with verbal commands. Dildine 
fired his weapon at the local 
police officers. No law enforce¬ 
ment officers were injured in the 
incident. 

Senior Trooper Mark D. 
Franklin, a 13-year veteran with 
the Kentucky State Police, fired 
an agency issued weapon at Dil¬ 
dine. Senior Trooper Franklin 
has been assigned to the May- 
field Post for approximately 
three years. He is currently as¬ 
signed to Fulton and Hickman 
Counties. Before coming to 
Mayfield post, Senior Trooper 
Franklin was assigned to the 
Madisonville Post for approxi¬ 
mately 10 years. Senior Trooper 
Franklin served for seven years 
in the United States Army, be¬ 
fore joining the Kentucky State 
Police. Senior Trooper Franklin 
remains on paid administrative 
leave, pursuant to KSP policy. 

Local police officers involved 
in the shooting are Patrolman 
First Class Doug Love, with the 
Fulton City Police Department, 


and Patrolman Jason Pearcey of 
the South Fulton Police Depart¬ 
ment. Both officers fired their 
duty weapon during the incident. 
Patrolman First Class Love has 
eight years experience in law 
enforcement, and has served 
the last four years with Fulton 
Police Department. Patrolman 
Pearcey has been a police offi¬ 
cer with the South Fulton Police 
Department for approximately 
four and a half years. 

Dildine remains in critical 
condition at The Med Hospital 
in Memphis, Tenn.

Pump station is main topic of 
Fulton County Levee Board

The cost of running the pumps at the No. 9 Pump Station for 
5 days is costly for the Fulton County Levee Board. “Fuel and 
manpower to run the pumps will cost us approximately $20,000,” 
stated Fulton County Levee Board President David Weatherly last 
week. With only just over $21,000 in accessible funds in the Levee’s 
checking account the board will reopen their line of credit with the 
bank until they can access the certificate of deposit, which comes up 
for renewal in September. The certificate of deposit is in the amount 
of $164,000. The board will move just enough funds to cover the 
cost of operating the pumps. 

They are also waiting for reimbursement funds from FEMA, 
which were expended during the Flood of 2011. “They keep telling 
me that the funds have been approved,” stated Treasurer/Secretary 
Jim Major, “but we haven’t received the check yet.” 

Another issue that is of concern to members of the Levee Board 
is the condition of the pumps at the pump station. “The gate is still 
not repaired and there are many issues with the engine controls 
and gauges that need to be corrected,” added Weatherly. “I have 
submitted a letter to the commander of the Memphis District as 
well as the commander of the Mississippi Valley Division.” 
Weatherly feels the board was in a better position before the Corps 
began working on the pump station. “We have more issues now 
than we had before,” he added. “The first estimate was to spend 
over $2 million and they spent less than $1 million.” Weatherly is 
concerned that the pump station will not pass the next inspection 
and it shouldn’t reflect negatively on the board. Weatherly feels it 
will take at least another $500,000 to make the needed repairs. “We 
want all four engines to be operational and would like the pump 
station to pass inspection.” 

High water on the river has temporarily shut down installation of 
the relief wells. “The wells that have been installed are performing 
as expected,” said Weatherly. Major also noted that the wells have 
caused more water to accumulate in the east/south side of the pump 
station in and around the ditches created to help contain the flow 
of the additional water. All members agree that there still are a few 
minor issues to work out in some of the ditch areas. 

The tax rate for FY 2014 was set by Weatherly, Major and board 
member Larry Langford during the July 10 meeting. The rate will 
stay at .065 cents, upon the suggestion of Major. Keeping the rate 
the same will result in just over a $300 increase in total revenue per 
year for the board. The estimated amount to be collected based on 
tax assessments is $9,751.22, which still doesn’t cover the cost of 
mowing the levee. 

The board will reconvene in regular session on Wednesday, Aug. 
7 at 8 a.m. in the board room of the Fulton County Office Building. 
Beginning in September the board will begin meeting on Thursdays 
with the first meeting scheduled for September 5. 

State prison closing could mean more 
inmates housed in Fulton County 


Justice and Public Safety 
Secretary J. Michael Brown an¬ 
nounced June 25 that the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Correc¬ 
tions would not enter into a new 
contractual agreement with a 
private prison in Marion County 
when the current contract ex¬ 
pired on Sunday, June 30. This 
could have an affect on the local 
detention center here in Fulton 
County. 

The decision means that for 
the first time in nearly 30 years, 
Kentucky would have no in¬ 
mates housed in private pris¬ 
ons. 

The department has up to 
120 days to move all inmates 
from Marion Adjustment Cen¬ 
ter (MAC) once its current 
contract expires. However, the 
exact transition schedule will be 
worked out between DOC and 
MAC’s parent company, Cor¬ 
rections Corporation of Ameri¬ 
ca. 

MAC currently houses 794 in¬ 
mates, including 232 non-secure 
custody inmates and 562 secure 
custody inmates. The depart¬ 
ment is preparing a transition 
plan to ensure that all inmates 
currently enrolled in a Sub¬ 
stance Abuse Program (SAP) 
will either have completed the 


Governor Beshear issues call for 
Special Session on redistricting 


“Last week I issued a proc¬ 
lamation calling the Kentucky 
General Assembly into special 
session on Aug. 19, 2013, to 
address legislative and judicial 
redistricting. 

Leaders in both chambers 
have indicated to me a willing¬ 
ness to utilize the same census 
numbers for legislative and ju¬ 
dicial redistricting as were used 
for Congressional redistricting 
in 2012. This will make all re¬ 
districting plans consistent and 


avoid having to address Con¬ 
gressional redistricting again. 
I have therefore not included 
Congressional redistricting on 
the agenda for the upcoming 
special session. 

I am confident that both the 
House and Senate will have their 
plans drawn and any remaining 
issues resolved by Aug. 19 so 
the special session will last only 
five days and therefore mini¬ 
mize the expense to taxpayers.”

program prior to leaving MAC, 
or will be placed in a SAP else¬ 
where to ensure their treatment 
is uninterrupted. 

Fulton County Jailer Ricky 
Parnell would like to house 50 
to 60 of those inmates in the 
Fulton County Detention Cen¬ 
ter. “When we decided to get 
big it was our saving grace,” 
stated Parnell. “We began our 
first addition in 1992.” 

When Parnell became jailer 
in January 1990, the Fulton 
County Detention Center was a 
90 bed jail and they housed 13 
inmates. 

Now they are a 361 bed pris¬ 
on and currently house approxi¬ 
mately 350 inmates, with only 
10 of those inmates coming 
from the county. Many of the 
current inmates housed here in 
Fulton County are participants 
in the Substance Abuse Program 
(SAP), which is becoming more 
and more of a requirement for 
offenders to attend before they 
are released. 

“Without the jail we wouldn’t 
have the dispatch center or be 
able to contribute to the continu¬ 
ing operation of the ambulance,” 
added Fulton County Judge/Ex¬ 
ecutive David Gallagher.

FSA Acreage reporting 
deadline is approaching 


John W. McCauley, USDA 
Kentucky Farm Service Agency 
State Executive Director, is 
reminding producers that the 
acreage reporting deadline 
for the 2013 crop year is July 
15, 2013. Acreage reports are 
required for many Farm Service 
Agency programs. Producers 
who file accurate and timely 
reports for all crops and land 
uses, including failed acreage 
can prevent the potential loss 
of FSA program benefits. Crops 
reported after July 15, will be 
considered late filed; however, 
the late file fee will be waived 
for the 2013 crop year for 
crops reported July 15 through 
September 15. 

Producers are also reminded 
that August 2nd is the deadline 
to sign up for DCP. 

To report prevented or 
failed acreage, producers must 
complete Form CCC-576, 
Notice of Loss for applicable 
crops. Reporting prevented 
or failed acreage to FSA will 
ensure compliance with current 
farm programs, and possible 
eligibility for future disaster 
programs. Once a CCC-576 has 
been submitted, if cannot be 
withdrawn or revised.

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Reporting forage crops and 
pastures is also required. For 
2014, perennial forage, fall 
wheat, and other fall seeded small 
grains will have a December 15, 
2013 reporting date. All crops 
on the farm, including forage 
crops and pasture are used to 
determine overall eligibility 
for some FSA programs, so 
accurately reporting these crops 
is important. 

If a producer misses the 
reporting deadline for prevented 
planting, they may still report 
prevented planting acreage as 
long as the disaster condition 
may be verified by a field visit 
and a late filing fee is paid. 

For questions regarding 
crop certification and crop loss 
reports, please contact your 
local FSA office.

1 10 ounce can cream of 
chicken soup 


1/8 teaspoon pepper 
1/2 cup whole milk 
3 cups cheddar cheese, grated 

1 teaspoon dried parsley 

2 tablespoon sour cream 
2 tablespoon butter 

Crush crackers. If using chicken breasts and not tenders, cut 
each chicken breast into 3 large pieces. Pour the milk, cheese 
and cracker crumbs into 3 separate small pans. Toss the salt and 
pepper into the cracker crumbs and stir the mixture around to 
combine. Dip each piece of chicken into the milk and then the 
cheese. Press the cheese into the chicken with your fingers. 
Then press the cheesy coated chicken into the cracker crumbs 
and press it in. 

Spray a 9x13 pan with cooking spray and lay the chicken 
inside the pan. Sprinkle the dried parsley over the chicken. 
Cover the pan with tin foil and bake at 400 degrees for 35 
minutes.

Food preservation 
class set for July 20 

Soon, many 
vegetables 
and fruits will 
be ready for 
harvesting, 
and many 
gardeners 
will have 
more produce 
than they 
can readily 
eat.

preserve fresh, summer foods for 
later consumption will consider 
either freezing or canning the 
harvest. 

Fulton County Cooperative 
Extension Office will be 
offering four Food Preservation 
Workshops. There will be 
classes on Water Bath Canning, 
Freezing Basics, and Making 
Salsa. For more information or 
to sign up call Anna at 270-236- 
2351. Water bathing class is set 
for July 20. 

Canning is a method of 
preserving food by first 
heating it to a temperature that 
destroys contaminating micro¬ 
organisms, and then sealing it 
in air-tight jars or cans. Because 
of the danger of botulism, the 
only safe method of canning 
most foods is under conditions 
of both high heat and pressure, 
normally at temperatures of 240- 
250°F (116-121°C). Canning 
can be a safe and economical 
way to preserve quality food at 
home. Disregarding the value of 
your labor, canning homegrown 
food may save you half the cost 
of buying commercial canned 
food. Canning favorite and 
special products to be enjoyed 
by your family can be a fulfilling 
experience and a source of 
pride.

all of the lakes, trails, and the 
white and red pines at their own 
pace. 

The large white pine is remi¬ 
niscent of the monarch large 
white pines that once forested 
large tracts of the park. The red 
pine stands at the end of a short 
trail and was once a former na¬ 
tional champion red pine before 
it was damaged in a 2007 wind 
storm. 

After a day of biking, we 
ended our time at the park with 
a shorter bike ride, back to the 
headwaters for one more trip 
across the boulders, before say¬ 
ing goodbye to this enchanting 
place. 

Instead of returning home on 
the same roadways, we decided 
to take a detour, traveling the 
GRR in Minnesota and Wiscon¬ 
sin before crossing back over 
into Illinois. The familiar green- 
and-white pilot wheel signs as¬ 
sured me I was headed in the 
right direction. 

Before long we arrived at the 
GRR visitor center in Prescott, 
Wise., nestled on a bluff. The 
view of the mighty Mississippi 
River from the center is breath¬ 
taking, reminding me of the 
bluff behind Hickman’s Carn¬ 
egie Museum. 

The center, just like the one 
in the state park in Minnesota, 
provided a history lesson for 
those interested in discovering 
more about the river, the town 
of Prescott, and the Vermillion 
River Bottoms. 

This particular center ex¬ 
plained about the floodplain 
forests and how the Vermillion 
River Bottoms stretches as un¬ 
broken forest. Bald eagles and 


great blue herons are active in 
the floodplain forest. 

At Prescott many people view 
the merging of the clear waters 
of the St. Croix with the muddy 
current of the Mississippi. 

One of the informational signs 
tells about when people climbed 
the bluff to view the Mississippi 
River. Dakota warriors were 
also known to scan the river for 
enemies from this bluff as lum¬ 
bermen admired their floating 
rafts of logs. Pioneers waved to 
chugging steamboats filled with 
passengers. 

Information on bald eagles, 
steamboats, floodplains, and 
more provided me with a feel¬ 
ing of being close to my second 
home of Hickman. Hickman 
sits on a bluff, bald eagles can 
be seen along the levee, and 
the City of Hickman’s logo is a 
steamboat (even the masthead of 
the Courier is a steamboat). 

Beautiful art sculptures and 
creative benches made it hard 
for me to tear myself away from 
Prescott, but finally I got back 
on the GRR, traveling highways 
94 and 10, with the Mississippi 
River on my right. 

My next destination was Lake 
Pepin in the picturesque town of 
Lake City, Minnesota. I went for 
a beautiful view of the lake and 
was also treated to an enchant¬ 
ing lunchtime destination. 

The Chickadee Cottage Cafe 
turned out to be a perfect place 
for spinach quiche, salad, and 
fresh fruit. And I highly recom¬ 
mend a piece of carrot cake with 
cream cheese frosting. 

To walk off my dessert, I head¬ 
ed toward the water. The breeze 
coming off Lake Pepin kept me 


cool while I snapped a few pho¬ 
tos of the ducks and folks on 
sailboats enjoying a summer day 
on the lake. 

I zoomed in on a local man 
who waved to me, curious if I 
planned to put my pictures in the 
newspaper. 

Of course, I told him that I 
was, but not in Minnesota, but in 
two Kentucky newspapers. 

A retired school bus driver, he 
shared stories of his days safely 
transporting children to and fro 
and remembered a time when he 
had a blowout near the very be¬ 
ginning of his trip. “I didn’t like 
that at all,” he said. 

My new friend helped me be¬ 
lieve in “Minnesota Nice,” and 
he also talked about farming 
with a three-point hitch. “They 
don’t use them anymore,” he 
said, “now they are so much big¬ 
ger and more expensive.” 

The first settler in Lake City 
in the fall of 1853 was Jacob 
Boody. His brother and a gentle¬ 
man named Abner Dwelle fol¬ 
lowed Boody the next year. Soon 
thereafter, Samuel Doughty built 
the first substantial home and 
blacksmith shop in 1855. A post 
office and school came later that 
same year. 

Lake City is known for the 
beauty of its location and sur¬ 
roundings, and I was also treated 
to a satisfying meal and a con¬ 
versation with a gentleman na¬ 
tive to the area who will stay in 
my mind for years to come. 

Just think of what I would 
have missed if I had stayed on 
the interstate and hadn’t traveled 
the GRR in Wisconsin and Min¬ 
nesota.

Governor Steve Beshear 
announced today nearly $1.2 
million in funding for 58 
Community Early Childhood 
Councils (CECCs) in 91 
Kentucky counties to promote 
school readiness for children. 
Ballard, Carlisle, Fulton and 
Hickman Counties jointly 
received $28,000 in this funding 
cycle as part of the Governor’s 
continuing commitment to 
improving education and 
health services for Kentucky’s 
youngest citizens. 

“These grants will help 


communities give our children 
the best possible start in school 
and in life,” Gov. Beshear 
said. “Every child in the 
Commonwealth, from the most 
rural farm to the inner city, 
deserves the opportunity for a 
promising life.

closely with Community Early 
Childhood Councils across the 
Commonwealth to ensure a 
strong start for our children on 
a local level.

The CECCs are 
comprised of community 
volunteers from local school 
districts, UK Cooperative 
Extension Service, public 
health departments, childcare 
providers, Head Start, local 
libraries, parents and interest 
groups in many other areas.

Additional information 
shared by Mayor Lattus 
included the realization that the 
river is responsible for creating 
$105 billion worth of U.S. 
G.D.P making it the ecological 
linchpin to the 37-state 
Mississippi River Basin. “The 
River provides drinking water 


for more than 18 million people 
and transports 62% of our 
nation’s agricultural output,” 
added Mayor Lattus. “While 
delivering nearly 400 tons of 
coal and petroleum products 
and directly supporting one 
million jobs and millions more 
indirectly.” 

Mayor Lattus, who also serves 
as a member of the Hickman- 
Fulton County Riverport 
Authority Board pointed out 
that his biggest concern is the 
harbor. “I would like to see the 
dredging of our harbor be on a 
regular schedule of the Army 
Corps of Engineers,” he said. 
“We should not have to seek 
help from our Congressmen 
every time we need this done. 
We also need to address the 
aquatic invasive species in the 
Mississippi River. 

Mayor Lattus also updated 
the Hickman Commission on 
his trip to St. Cloud during their 
July 8 regular meeting stating 
how beneficial it was for him to 
attend the meeting. “We need 
people to know that Hickman 
exists and is interested in doing 
what we can to sustain the 
River, while also promoting 
its resources and the City of 
Hickman,” Mayor Lattus said.

WHAT IS LIBERTY? 

“Where the Spirit of the Lord is, There is liberty.” - 


II Corinthians 3:17 


■ 
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We Americans have just celebrated another “bang-up Fourth of July,” one in a long series since the 
momentous events of 1776. If you ask the average “man on the street” what the celebration means, 
the response may be ’’Freedom!” 

But what is Freedom, and is it the same as Liberty? Genuine liberty such as that envisioned by the 
most noble of our founders is not simply freedom to riot in the streets, or to “marry” one’s dog or 
cat, or celebrate by committing murder or arson; it is the liberty to do what is right for the right 
reasons with the right results. 

As evidence that this was the intention of those earliest representatives of “this new man, the 
American,” we quote Governor John Winthrop of Massachusetts in a “Little Speech on Liberty” 
delivered in 1645. 

“There is a two-fold liberty (natural I mean as our nature is now corrupt) and civil or federal. The 
first is common to man with beasts and other creatures. By this, man as he stands in relation to man 
simply, hath liberty to do what he lists [pleases—RCB}: it is a liberty to evil as well as to good. This 
liberty is incompatible and inconsistent with authority, and cannot endure the least restraint of the 
most just authority. The exercise and maintaining of this liberty makes men grow more evil, and in 
time to be worse than brute beasts...This is that great enemy of truth and peace, that wild beast, 
which all the ordinances of God are bent against, to restrain and subdue it. 

“The other kind of liberty I call civil or federal; it may also be termed moral, in reference to the 
covenant between God and man, in the moral law, and the politic covenants and constitutions, 
among men themselves. This liberty is the proper end and object of authority, and cannot subsist 
without it; and it is a liberty to that only which is good, just, and honest. This liberty you are to stand 
for, with the hazard (not only of your goods, but) of your lives if need be. Whatsoever crosseth this 
is not authority, but a distemper thereof. This liberty is maintained and exercised in a way of subjec¬ 
tion to authority; it is the same kind of liberty wherewith Christ hath made us free...” 

The ‘Liberty by which Christ has made us free” is, I repeat, liberty to do what is right for the right 
reason, from the heart and not merely by coercion or in fear. Natural or immoral “liberty” tends to 
anarchy, and the 13th verse of that Fifth Chapter cautions us: “ do not use liberty as an opportunity 
for the flesh, but through love serve one another.” 

While Christians are not to be trapped in a web of legalism, living every moment in fear and doubt, 
neither are we to abandon all restraint and call it “freedom.” America became a great nation on the 
principle of liberty under law. Our constitution provides the maximum freedom consistent with 
order, and the maximum order consistent with freedom - a rare accomplishment indeed, and more 
evidence of the Hand of God in the development of this nation we celebrate.
